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Hill Reveals Spiritual Needs 
Declared by Nation's Leader; 
Others Present Foreign Fields 

Expressing the belief that Pres- 
ident Dwight Eisenhower has been 
elected president “to lead this na- 
tion in a spiritual revival,” Russell 
T. Hitt, public relations consultant 
and news editor of Christian Life, 
spoke April 2 in chapel regarding 
a visit with Billy Graham, while 
the latter was conducting a city- 
wide campaign in Chattanooga. 

The topic of Mr. Hitt’s entire 
message was President Eisenhow- 
er’s attitude toward spiritual 
things as indicated by the presi- 
dent’s meeting with Mr. Graham 
on several occasions. Mr. Hitt stat- 
ed that it appears that the presi- 
dent is vitally interested in spirit- 
ual matters, and reminded students 
and staff alike of their privilege 
and responsibility in praying for 
him and other leaders of the na- 
tion. 

Dr. O. C. Nelson, southeastern 
area secretary of the American 
"Leprosy Mission, Inc., was special 
speaker April 3. Dr. Nelson ex- 
plained the function of his mission 
as it serves leprosy areas in many 
parts of the world. 

Representing the country of 
Mexico as a field of mission en- 
deavor, Miss Georgia Webb spoke 
to the student body April 4. Miss 
Webb also showed slides of her 
work to the Spanish classes and 
gave a flannelgraph lesson in 
Spanish. 

The Rev. R. I. Brown, British 
missionary to North Africa, told 
of the work being done among the 
North African moslems. In his talk 
he emphasized the need of mis- 
sionaries who are deeply grounded 
spiritually. 

Indian folk lore was the topic 
of a talk given by E. B. Mell April 
15. Mr. Mell has studied the Indi- 
ans of this area and is considered 
an authority on the subject. He 
was formerly principal of the Ath- 
ens, Georgia, high school.

Gerald Woughter to Direct Gospel Messengers 
On Eight-week Tour in Midwestern States 
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There were more than two thou- 
sand five hundred decisions for 
Christ in the Billy Graham Great- 
er Chattanooga Evangelistic Cru- 
sade, and hundreds more surren- 
dered for full-time Christian work. 
All the meetings were well-attend- 
ed, and the crusade closed Sunday 
afternoon, April 12, two days lat- 
er than originally planned. 

The crusade again demonstrated 
that mass evangelism and old-fash- 
ioned revivals are not things of the 
past; but, to me, the most outstand- 
ing feature of the crusade was the 
provision that was made for taking 
care of the converts after they 
were saved. Three Bible study 
classes were provided each day for 
church leaders who have assumed 
the responsibility of taking care of 
these converts. One of these classes 
met at six-thirty each morning to 
accommodate those who could not 
attend the classes later in the day. 

I heard one pastor give his test- 
imony to the fact that his eyes had 
been opened to the importance of 
nourishing sons and daughters in 
the faith, who will multiply con- 
verts and become future leaders 
in the church. This pastor led an 
unusual proportion of his members 
,to attend the Bible-study classes, 
which were taught and supervised 
by Dawson Trotman of the Billy 
Graham team. 

Although our Lord ministered 
to the needs of the multitudes, 
most of His time was given to in- 
structing His twelve disciples. The 
Apostle Paul sat at the feet of the 
Lord in Arabia for perhaps as long 
as three years before entering ac- 
tive Christian work. He, in turn,

The Apostle Paul foresaw the 
apostasy, that there would be per- 
ilous times in the last days. There- 
fore, he gave much instruction to 
Timothy, charging him to stand 
for the fundamentals of the faith 
but to avoid the strifes that are 
associated with the discussions of 
foolish and unlearned questions. 

Present-day Christendom is af- 
flicted sorely on every hand be- 
cause there are so many professing 
Christians who are not saved and 
because so many who are saved 
are still babes in Christ. The divi- 
sions in the Church are largely the 
result of the neglect of real Bible 
teaching and Christ-centered in- 
struction.

Actually, the Bible has 
been torn apart and Christ denied 
in the majority of so-called Chris- 
tian schools. It would be foolish to" 
think of doing away with educa- 
tion.
